Now, it 
BtrikoB us that Goyornmont has the 
gamo in its own hands if it only pos- 
■esses tho energy safflcient to play its 
cards rightly. A few weeks ago the 
Government Gazette dontained an an- 
nouncement that under tho new Postal 
Treaty imporlaut reductions would 
bo mado in tho rates ol postage ; but 
when tho first mail on which tho ro- 
diiced rates were charged rcacliod San 
Francisco, tho Postmaster notiriod our 
anthoriiies that tho roduclions only 
applied to lotterssont to Great Britain. 
Blunder though it may havo boon, it 
Was the only evidonco of life tho 
hybornating Execativo hud given for 
a long time, and it is pitiful to reflect 
that its spasmodic effort was not crowned 
with some dogroo of Huocess. But by 
the same Treaty tho United States 
Government is to deliver all mail mat- 
ter intended for a British Colony at 

' the American post olUco noatisst' the 
destination ,ot, the matter, ifoct -Town- 
eend, right l)y our side, aorofls the 
Straits, being tho nearest point to Vin- 
toria Ihero is noihing in the way of lh<j Govern- 
meat (except its ingrdiQ imbooillty) of de- 
manding that the bags shall bo brought 
overland to Port Towusond and there 
delivered to a special messenger sent 
from this side. We should then enjoy 
.weekly mail communication with all 
^arts at a cost wliieb, compared with 
. this sum now paid for tho oxponsivo, 
Irregular, Infrequent and nnsf tiefao- 
for^ servioo by the oooaq eteamor, 



would be mere bagatelle. But, it will 
be asked, what shall we do for popu- 
lation, and how will our freight got 
here? Well, until tho Steamship Corns 
pany shall havo come to their senses, 
or another Kiehmond whoso oxpectai. 
tions are more moderate enters tho 
field, tho public can avail itsoU of tho 
accommodations ofl'ered by sail veeaels, 
which will bo only loo glad to touch 
at Victoria on thoir way to and from 
Nanaimo and elsewhere. Depend 
upon it, however, thoro will be no 
withdrawal of the Bteaniships from 
this route. Wt-ra. an opposition lino 
on foot the Company would bo prlad to 
bring our mails ior nothing and our 
freight and 'passengers at half tho 
present rates. How much less likely 
are thoy, then, to place themselves in 
a position of antagonism to the Colony 
and force it to encourage and sustain 
the first boat that will contract to 
oarry, passengers, mails and freight at 
rcasonablo rates. Let the Goverux 
roont stand' firm— if it knows what 
firmness, is.'; Lot it refuse to be 
blackmailed. Lot it insist upon tho 
mail matter boing brought not 
less frequently than onoe in three 
weeks, for a sum not excoodiug that 
previously paid for tho sorvioo, and it 
will win tho active support and co* 
operation of the public; and lot it at 
tho same time tuko steps to bring to 
BoVice of <.he Homo ttvnhoriti>';ft thu 
condition of our Postal affairs, so ihat 
any privileges we may rightfully pos- 
sess under the new Postal Treaty may 
be secured as speedily as possible.

Tiie Eartliquake iu tho West iudies. 

[[i'rom a Correappadent of tl)0 liOndoaTlmtia.'l 

St. Thomas, Nov. 22,1867. 

Yon have, no doubt, received full ac- 
crnnts of the Rreat hurricane which oc- 
curr;dat St. Thoinns on the27th of Octo- 
ber, but this mail will probably eonv(>y to 
Eiifiliuul the first news of tho disastrous 
earthquake by which it was. followed.' on 
the ISlli of November. 

Il'-iviiij? arrived ou the previous day, n 
pa.ssoiiKer by llie Kojiil Jlail Steam 
Compiiny's ship P' ita, I was ashore 
when llio uvctt ocoui'rcd, u.iii now put in 
writing a few notes of ray own experience 
and that of other passengers .who wefe 
cither on shore, like myself, or' on board 
the ship, which lay in .^he.ofl^ng -near 
Waaler Island," twli ' niiles fronl,' ' but in 
sight of, the town, 

I left the ship on the tiiorning of tho 
l8th, in cotapany with other passengers, 
in a small sleara tug belonging to the 
Royal Mail Corapauy,of % hiQbJ.8|i|ll sdy 
more in the se'iucl. On landing^ we 
wondered about, examining the * dist'rnc- 
lion caused by the hurricane — some 
houses altogothtT down, sonie unroofed 
some shattered and cracked, soma dam' 
aged pne-i? 
streets filled' 



fullea '-'tlW,'' brokio 
beams, und lengths of scantling, with here 
and there a torn ai^atria or palm tree rent 
limb from limb. B:it the great evidence 
of tho caliimity was exhibited iu the 
wrecks of some 8a ships, ol all sorts and 
sizes; some foondered at their ancb6r;B, 
their fannelS ahd raaiitheads: only risfble; 
some turned boltoin upwards, others 
driven into one promiscuous heap, locked 
yard-arm and yard ann: otliois buried in 
!iie black rand; others driven far up the 
steep headlands and jocky shores; and 
the whole beaeh!tttth(B head of < the har- 
bor strewed, with an ineitricable. raass ol 
masts, yards, balks, shattered boats,- tim- 
ber, and other disjecta membra of the 
storm, many solid feet in thickness. 

We wandered somo hours amid the 
incluiicholy scene, Tfao day vyaa intense- 
ly hot, without a breitlh of aii*; ^ At aboat 
balf na-st 2 p.m. wa started for the wharf, 
intciiding to return on board the La 
Plata. IVo were iu tho main street, par- 
allel to the shore, when we hoard suddenly 
and without a moment's wuniiug u grcul 
roar from seaward. The houses groaned 
and cracked, the earth h^euved, reeled and 
danced beneath u.s so thati'JrtrjS? ppold 
scarcely keep our fiot. Nevertheless, the 
datuage done was not great. Few houses 
fell, though probably moat were more or 
less shaken or cracked. 

Our position in the narrow streets being 
one of great dangpr jfa,(i8teripioe:d,,tj?,get 
oil board ship. Wo ' einbarljed iri a small 
shore boat, pulled by one negro. Wo 
hud gone a (jiiartcr of a mile (still in the 
harbor when suddenly a strange cry of 
confusion and foar arose on every side, 
luid we saw the crows of the various ships 
fjiul the laborers at.,wo.rk. on. the wreoijs 
swarming ovir thb' sides into 'the stanll 
boats, and pullibg like maniacs for tho 
shore. We were altosetlier bewildered, 
but iu one moment more the horriblo truth 
broke upon us — tbe sea was coming in ; 
tho great tidal . wave, the oartbqutiko 
'bore,' was seen raising shoreward|.,iiti 
railroad .■^pccd. Our bb'atiHt^iii'wiiif ^Ith 
panic, put rounil tho jbo&t|/}9^j8fr^jped 
every nerve ; and if oui" face for life had 
been only with tho wave wo saw approach, 
iiig the narrow boat ehiiiiiicl, I think we 
should have beaten it, checked as it was 
by the narrownosa of tha.j^ijjj'^^iioe; ftnd,pii 
oiitstrotcliiiig reef : but as wo drew liito 
tbe open harbor wc .saw tho groat wall of 
v.'atcr far vaster anil higher, and ten liiucs 
OS swift, come roaring in u|)0ii ug. It was 
not lOU yaids from u.s ; 1 saw a large 
.white schooner ut: tlins distanee turned 
bottom upwards as .the wave Vtrpck , her.

ment, but in a second more the great body 
of tho sea was upon us ; the boat broached 
to, and turned right over. Wo were 
buried for some moments in the boiling 
and fetid mud, the stench of which I 
shall never forgptijbpt eveatuallyi. scram- 
bled out and renichea~lhe fliore-'through 
the subsiding wave. 

Tha night which followed was a very try- 
ing one. It was intensely hot. Scarcely a 
quarter of an hour elap.ned without a shock, 
and Bflvoral of great intcnsiiy. On every 
Buoh oooasioo the whole negro population 
rushed ioto the streets, tliousands falling on 
(heir knees and ultoriog the most piteous 
cries for meroy, others throwing themselves 
in tiysierics on to each other's nocks, others 
giving vent lo unearthly cries, tho whole 
composing the most melancholy wail from 
earth to Heaven which wos ever beard, and 
whioh probably could only huvo been heard 
among a negro population. They are a 
strangely impressible raoo, with voices of nn'< 
limited oompnss. It is duo to the Europeans 
to sdy that, with few exceptiODS, from tbe 
Qovernor downwardSi they were oool and 
siiif-poGsesBod. 

I muat now relate how the old ship and 
those on board of her fared. After wo lelt 
in tho morning she bad commenced coaling 
and taking cargo on board Irom three largo 
bulks alongside, 100 or 200 negroes being 
employed apoa .tbe work with their usuul 
clatter and noise. When tbe oarthqaako oc- 
curred it was felt quite as strongly in tha 
yhip as ashore. Some tbougbl the boiler bud 
burnt, soma that tho ship was siruclc by 
whales. But the excitement was great, and 
the negroes as wild with patiic af tboso 
ashore. The alarm bad scarcely subsided, 
when there was a cry of ** It's eomidg, it's 
coming !" The negroes swarmed on deck, 
tho Bailors rushed up the rigging, and tha 
great wave, which doine estimated at 30ft, 
some at (loft in perpondioalar height, v as 
seen sweeping along in unchecked fury at tha

Vfit £, i<if>i,, iliaf...ti»5ad9r, Sf^ssiHooi od 
board believed that (heir last moment bad 
come. Oapiain Rovett seized tbe wheel and 
endeavored lo present the stem of tbe ship 
to tho advancing wall, but it struck her with 
a fearful crash on the starboard quarter.

The ipead of tho wbto moai boTe boon 
enormous.

No ono estiinaies 
the lapse of time till it roacbed the ship at 
more than four minutes. Many think it was 
lessi This would give nrurly CO miles an 
hour — a pace almost incredible ; yel from 
what I saw of its velocity inside Ibe harbor, 
after il bad received a great check. I believe 
it U not ao^'erroneooB estimate, In the bar- 
bur it waa calculated to advaace at 25 miks 
an hour. 

"hen th" 'v.ivc hid passed an alarm was 
given that tue ship was »\u\l ng, iha wril on 
being sounded showing a r», id inotc ^ of 
watei'. Captain Bovett ob this prude nily 
sent tbe puisoo^ers ashore. Fortunately, 
however, no Berions damage had occurred, 
and, thoagb at immioeul risk ol being cuUKbt 
by a renewal of tho oonvuhioos. Captain 
Revolt btnught the ship inio harbor next day 
to coal. Not a negro or other inhabituot 
could be got 'to go lo work for any amount 
:of wageS) 10 gtlarly paniO'Sttickea and pros- 
trated were ibey ; so ihe ship's crew had lo 
do it. The brave fellows worked all thatiiay 
in the 8uo, with tho thetmoraoier nt 130', 
and all the long and sultry niiiht whioh lol- 
lowcd, in the most Htagnisui, breathless and 
fetid corner of the harbor; nod on the morn- 
log of tbe 21bI, at 7 a.m., we bad Ihe satis- 
Yao>iont]| of alippiog the hawser and walking 
onCfnto tbe blue water ooge again. 

I nm glad to report that not one of the 
passengers, oflicers or crow of tho ship was 
mia.'ing, and that, after all that has been 
gouo through, we have not a single invalid 
on board, There were many narrow escapes; 
several of the passengers, besides ourselves, 
being on their return to the ubip, and having 
to toce for their lives, ibougb with better 
puocr sg than we bad, reaching tho sboro be- 
fore the wave caught them. I have no doubt 
that very many of Ihe sailors whom I saw 
rusiiing into the boats in harbor were lost, but 
tueb lia.s been ihe dejttruciiun during Ibo Usi 
fortnight that nobody knows who is goiie and 
who surwvcs. Tho lilllo Btonra-tut; before 
mciitioned, iu whioh wo had gone a.shoro and 
iiiiendpd to havo returned, providentially 
Railed belore wo reached tho wharf, wiihoat 
pa9ser)gsrs. She wa^i oaagbt by tbe bore, 
turned bottom apwards and sank, only one 
handetoaping.
